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TuHE General Assembly of the Church of Scotland in 
Ig22 authorised the publication of this ‘ Book of 
Prayers,’ prepared by its Committee on Aids to 
Devotion, and recommended it to the ministers 
and members of the Church. 

The volume is a republication of what was for- 
merly known as ‘ Prayers for Social and Family 
Worship,’ but it has been carefully revised and con- 
siderably augmented. Its scope is more compre- 
hensive than that of previous editions; and the 
Committee hope it will be found useful as a guide 
to ministers in the reverent and orderly administra- 
tion of the services of the Church, as well as to its 
members in the conduct of Family Worship, and 
to those who are deprived of the ordinary services 
of the Christian ministry. 

In addition to the sources, both ancient and 
modern, referred to in the Preface to former editions, 
the following books of devotion have been con- 
sulted and made use of: ‘The Book of Common 
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Worship’ of the General Assembly of the American 
Church, the ‘Service Book and Ordinal’ of the 
South African Church, ‘The Book of Common 
Order’ and ‘ Daily Offices’ of the Church Service 
Society, and others. The Committee acknowledge 
their indebtedness to these sources. 

The prayer of the Committee is that the volume 
will prove a real aid to devotion, and that by the 
blessing of God it may tend to foster a deeper spirit 
of worship in the hearts of our people.

UR help is in the name of the Lord, Who 
made heaven and earth. 

Dearly beloved,—Attend to the words of the 
institution of the holy Sacrament of Baptism, as 
delivered by our Lord and Saviour to His disciples, 
after His resurrection and before His ascension to 
the right hand of God :— 

“All power is given unto Me in heaven and in 
earth. Go ye therefore and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost; teaching them 
to observe all things whatsoever I have commanded 
you. And, lo, I am with you alway, even unto the 
end of the world.” 

Now the Sacrament that was thus instituted is 
the sign and seal of ingrafting into Christ, of re- 
mission of sins by His blood, and regeneration by 
His Spirit, of adoption, and resurrection unto ever- 
lasting life; whereby we are solemnly admitted 
into His Church, and enter into an engagement to 
be the Lord’s. 

And though our young children do not under- 
stand these things, yet they are not to be excluded

from this holy ordinance. For we are told in the 
Gospels how dearly our Lord loved little children, 
how He called, them to Himself, saying, “ Suffer 
the little children to come unto Me, and forbid them 
not, for of such is the kingdom of God: verily I 
say unto you, Whosoever shall not receive the 
kingdom of God as a little child, he shall not enter 
therein ;”” and how He took them up in His arms, 
put His hands upon them, and blessed them. 

And we know that through the Christian centuries 
from the early days this Sacrament has been re- 
garded as that of Admission to the Church of Christ, 
as the seal of God upon the children, and as the 
solemn act and pledge whereby they are received 
into His covenant and made partakers of His grace. 

It is the duty, then, of those who dedicate their 
children to God in Holy Baptism, that they make 
confession of the Faith wherein they are to be bap- 
tized, and that they promise to bring them up in 
that faith and in the nurture and admonition of 
the Lord. 

Now the Faith of the Christian Church is set forth 
in these ancient and venerable words :— 


BELIEVE in God the Father Almighty, Maker 
of heaven and earth; and in Jesus Christ His 
only Son our Lord, Who was conceived by the 
Holy Ghost, born of the Virgin Mary, suffered under 
Pontius Pilate, was crucified, dead, and buried ; He 
descended into hell; the third day He rose again 
from the dead; He ascended into heaven, and 
sitteth on the right hand of God the Father Al- 
mighty ; from thence He shall come to judge the 
quick and the dead. 

I believe in the Holy Ghost; the holy Catholic 
Church ; the communion of saints; the forgiveness 
of sins; the resurrection of the body; and the life 
everlasting, AMEN, 
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Do you therefore, in presenting this child for 
baptism, make confession of the Christian Faith ? 

Answer.—lI do. 

Do you dedicate him to be baptized in this Faith,

Then shall he read theiy names, and addressing them 
as they stand before the Communion Table, he 
shall say— 


Beloved in the Lord,—In your baptism you re- 
ceived the sign and seal of your ingrafting into 
Christ, and were solemnly engaged to be the Lord’s. 
Forasmuch as you now desire by the grace of God 
to confirm the covenant then made on your behalf, 
and to take upon yourselves the obligations of 
Christ’? disciples, it is meet that you make public 
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confession of your faith, remembering the words 
of the Lord Jesus: Whosoever shall confess Me 
before men, him will I confess also before My Father 
which is in heaven. 

Now the faith of the Christian Church is summed 
up in these ancient and venerable words :— 


BELIEVE in God the Father Almighty, Maker 

of heaven and earth; and in Jesus Christ His 

only Son our Lord, Who was conceived by the 

Holy Ghost, born of the Virgin Mary, suffered under 

Pontius Pilate, was crucified, dead, and buried ; He 

descended into heil; the third day He rose again 

from the dead; He ascended into heaven, and 

sitteth on the right hand of God the Father Al- 

mighty ; from thence He shall come to judge the 
quick and the dead. 

I believe in the Holy Ghost; the holy Catholic 
Church ; the communion of saints; the forgiveness 
of sins; the resurrection of the body; and the life 
everlasting. AMEN. 


Do you, therefore, own and confess the doctrine 
of the Christian Faith into which you were baptized ? 

Answer.—I do. 

Do you ratify and confirm the vows of your 
baptism, and dedicate yourselves to God as your 
Father, to Christ as your Saviour, and to the Holy 
Spirit as your Sanctifier, promising in dependence 
upon Divine aid to serve the Lord and keep His 
commandments all the days of your life ? 

Answer.—I do. 

Do you promise to submit yourselves to all the 
ordinances of Christ, to persevere in the diligent 
use of the means of grace, and to seek earnestly in 
all things the peace and welfare of the Church, 
which is His Body ? 

Answer.—I do. 
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Forasmuch as ye have made these declarations 
and promises, I do now, in the name of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, the great King and Head of the 
Church, admit you to the full communion of His 
Church, to the participation of the Lord’s Supper, 
and to all the privileges of the Covenant of Grace. 

The very God of peace sanctify you wholly ; and 
I pray God your whole spirit and soul and body be 
preserved blameless unto the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


Het us Wray. 


LMIGHTY GOD, Who hast founded Thy Church 
upon earth, and hast promised to perpetuate 
it to the end of time, we thank Thee for Thy great 
mercy to these Thy children, and to Thy Church, 
to which Thou hast given the joy of receiving them 
into full communion. We thank Thee that by 
holy baptism they have been incorporated into 
the Kingdom of Christ. We thank Thee for their

Grant that through 
all their days they may witness a good confession, 
and may adorn the Gospel of God their Saviour 
with virtuous and godly lives; and grant that at 
last their portion may be with Thine own in glory 
everlasting ; through Jesus Christ our Lord, to 
Whom, with Thee, the Father, and the Holy Ghost, 
be all glory, world without end.

Solemnisation of satrimonp. 


At the entrance of the Bride a hymn may be sung. 


The persons to be married being present in the Church 
with a sufficient number of witnesses, the man 
standing on the right hand and the woman on the 
left, the Minister shall say— 


UR help is in the name of the Lord, Who made 
heaven and earth. 


Dearly beloved,—We are here gathered together 
in the presence of God and in the face of this con- 
gregation (or before these witnesses), to join to- 
gether this man and this woman in the bonds of 
matrimony, which is a holy estate instituted by 
God in the time of man’s innocency, which was 
beautified and adorned by our Lord’s gracious pres- 
ence and first miracle at the wedding in Cana of 
Galilee, which is commended by the Apostle as 
honourable in all, and consecrated as signifying 
unto us the union between Christ and His Church. 

It is therefore not to be entered on lightly nor 
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unadvisedly, but thoughtfully, reverently, and in 
the fear of God, with due consideration of the reasons 
for which it was ordained, and the duties which it 
imposes. \ 

It was ordained for the mutual good, society, and 
comfort of man and woman, and that each should 
be the helpmeet for the other. 

It was ordained for the continuance of the holy 
ordinance of family life, and that children, who are 
the heritage of the Lord, should be duly nurtured 
and trained up in godliness and piety. 

It was ordained for the welfare of the state and of 
human society, which tend to be strong and happy 
wheresoever the marriage bond is held in honour, 
but are ready to perish wheresoever the same is 
dishonoured. 

The duty therefore which the estate of marriage 
chiefly imposes is mutual love and reverence be- 
tween man and wife, with mutual devising of the 
solace and welfare required by both; and this duty 
is plainly set forth in God’s Holy Word, wherein 
it is written, in the Epistle of St Paul to the 
Ephesians :— 

“Wives, submit yourselves unto your own hus- 
bands, as unto the Lord. For the husband is the 
head of the wife, even as Christ is head of the 
Church: and He is the Saviour of the body. There- 
fore as the Church is subject unto Christ, so let 
the wives be to their own husbands in everything. 

“Husbands, love your wives, even as Christ also 
loved the Church, and gave Himself for it; that 
He might sanctify and cleanse it with the washing 
of water by the Word, that He might present it to 
Himself a glorious Church, not having spot, or 
wrinkle, or any such thing; but that it should be 
holy and without blemish. So ought men to love 
their wives as their own bodies. He that loveth 
his wife loveth himself. 
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“For no man ever yet hated his own flesh; but 
nourisheth and cherisheth it, even as the Lord the 
Church: for we are members of His body, of His 
flesh, and of His bones. For this cause shall a man 
leave his father and mother, and shall be joined 
unto his wife, and they two shall be one flesh. This 
is a great mystery: but I speak concerning Christ 
and the Church. Nevertheless let every one of you 
in particular so love his wife even as himself; and 
the wife see that she reverence her husband.” 


Into this holy estate these two persons are now 
come to be joined. Therefore if any man can show 
any just cause why they may not lawfully be joined 
together, let him now declare the same. 


Also I require and charge you both, as ye shall 
answer at the great day, that if either of you know 
any impediment why ye may not be lawfully joined 
together in matrimony, ye do now confess it. For 
be ye well assured that so many as are coupled 
together otherwise than God’s Word doth allow are 
not joined together by God, neither is their marriage 
lawful. 


Forasmuch as no one speaketh, let us invoke the 
blessing of God on the union now to be formed. 


Let us Pray. 


LMIGHTY and most merciful Father, we Thine 
unworthy children do praise Thee for all the 

gifts of Thy providence and for all the bounties of 
Thy grace. We thank Thee for all the brightness 
and beauty, for all the gladness and love Thou dost 
shed upon our mortal life; and especially at this 
time we thank Thee for the institution of marriage, 
and that Thou hast made it honourable in all. 
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And we humbly beseech Thee graciously to send 
down Thy blessing upon Thy servant and Thy 
handmaid who are about to be joined together 
therein. As Thou hast brought them together by 
Thy providence, do Thou enrich them with Thy 
grace, giving them a new frame of mind fit for their 
new estate, whereby they may perform the duties, 
enjoy the comforts, undergo the cares, and resist 
the temptations which accompany that condition, 
as becometh Christians.

As a seal to the solemn vow which you are about 
to make, you shall each give the other the right 
hand ; and say after me :— 


Then the man, holding the woman by the right hand, 
shall repeat these words— 


I, A, do take thee, B, to be my wedded wife ; 
and do, in the presence of God and before this 
congregation, promise and covenant to be a loving 
and faithful husband unto thee, until it shall please 
God that death do us part. 


Likewise the woman, holding the man by the right 
hand, shall say— 


I, B, do take thee, A, to be my wedded husband ; 
and do, in the presence of God and before this 
congregation, promise and covenant to be a loving, 
faithful, and obedient wife unto thee, until it shall 
please God that death do us part.

The Minister may then add— 


In token of fidelity to these vows, this ring is 
given and received. 


And the man shall place the ring on the fourth finger 
of the woman's hand. And they shall again 
join hands, while the Minister says— 


Forasmuch as ye have covenanted together in 
holy wedlock, and have declared the same before 
God and these witnesses, I do pronounce you to 
be husband and wife: in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 

Those whom God hath joined together, let not 
man put asunder. 


Then shall he bless them— 


The Lord bless you and keep you. The Lord make 
His face to shine upon you, and be gracious unto 
you. The Lord lift up the light of His countenance 
upon you, and give you peace. AMEN. 


Then may be sung or said Psalm lxvit., or other suit- 
able Psalm; and the Minister may add an ex- 
hortation. And thereafter he shall say—

LORD our God, the Author and Giver of all 

good things, Who hast consecrated this estate 

of marriage, and hast blessed it and made it a 
blessing through all the ages of the past; cause 
Thy Divine benediction, we entreat Thee, to descend 
and rest upon these Thy servants who have now 
been joined together. Give unto them health, peace, 
and prosperity. Grant that they may dwell together

I Cor. XV. 20-25, 35-44, 50-58. 


Now is Christ risen from the dead, and become 
the first-fruits of them that slept. For since by 
man came death, by man came also the resurrection 
of the dead. For as in Adam all die, even so in 
Christ shall all be made alive. But every man in 
his own order: Christ the first-fruits; afterward 
they that are Christ’s at His coming. [Then cometh 
the end, when He shall have delivered up the king- 
dom to God, even the Father ; when He shall have 
put down all rule and all authority and power. For 
He must reign, till He hath put all enemies under 
His feet. 

But some man will say, How are the dead raised 
up? and with what body do they come? Thou 
fool, that which thou sowest is not quickened, except 
it die, sAnd that which thou sowest, thou sowest 
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not that body that shall be, but bare grain, it may 
chance of wheat, or of some other grain: but God 
giveth it a body as it hath pleased him, and to every 
seed his own body. All flesh is not the same flesh : 
but there is one kind of flesh of men, another flesh 
of beasts, another of fishes, and another of birds. 
There are also celestial bodies, and bodies terrestrial : 
but the glory of the celestial is one, and the glory 
of the terrestrial is another. There is one glory of 
the sun, and another glory of the moon, and another 
glory of the stars: for one star differeth from another 
star in glory. So also is the resurrection of the dead. 
It is sown in corruption ; it is raised in’incorruption : 
it is sown in dishonour ; it is raised in glory: it is 
sown in weakness ; it is raised in power: it is sown 
a natural body ; it is raised a spiritual body. 

Now this I say, brethren, that flesh and blood 
cannot inherit the kingdom of God; neither doth 
corruption inherit incorruption. Behold, I show 
you a mystery ; We shall not all sleep, but we shall 
all be changed, in a moment, in the twinkling of an 
eye, at the last trump: for the trumpet shall sound, 
and the dead shall be raised incorruptible, and we 
shall be changed. For this corruptible must put on 
incorruption, and this mortal must put on immor- 
tality. So when this corruptible shall have put on 
incorruption, and this mortal shall have put on 
immortality, then shall be brought to pass the 
saying that is written, Death is swallowed up in 
victory. O death, where is thy sting? O grave, 
where is thy victory? The sting of death is sin; 
and the strength of sin is the law. But thanks be 
to God, which giveth us the victory through our 
Lord Jesus Christ. Therefore, my beloved brethren, 
be ye steadfast, unmoveable, always abounding in 
the work of the Lord, forasmuch as ye know that 
your labour is not in vain in the Lord. 
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I Thess. iv. 13-18. 


But I would not have you to be ignorant, brethren, 
concerning them which are asleep, that ye sorrow 
not, even as others which have no hope. For if 
we believe that Jesus died and rose again, even so 
them also which sleep in Jesus will God bring with 
Him. For this we say unto you by the word of the 
Lord, that we which are alive and remain unto the 
coming of the Lord shall not prevent them which 
are asleep. For the Lord himself shall descend from 
heaven with a shout, with the voice of the arch- 
angel, and with the trump of God: and the dead 
in Christ shall rise first: Then we which are alive 
and remain shall be caught up together with them 
in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: and so 
shall we ever be with the Lord. Wherefore comfort 
one another with these words. 


Rev. vii. 13-17. 


And one of the elders answered, saying unto me, 
What are these which are arrayed in white robes ? 
and whence came they? And [I said unto him, Sir, 
thou knowest. And he said to me, These are they 
which came out of great tribulation, and have washed 
their robes, and made them white in the blood of 
the Lamb. Therefore are they before the throne 
of God, and serve Him day and night in His temple ; 
and He that sitteth on the throne shall dwell among 
them. They shall hunger no more, neither thirst 
any more; neither shall the sun light on them, 
nor any heat. For the Lamb which is in the midst

It is not the will of your Father which is in 
heaven that one of these little ones should perish. 
For I say unto you, that in heaven their angels do 
always behold the face of My Father which is in 
heaven, 

D 
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2 Sam. xii. 18-23. 


And it came to pass on the seventh day, that 
the child died. ‘ And the servants of David feared 
to tell him that the child was dead: for they 
said, Behold, while the child was yet alive, we 
spake unto him, and he would not hearken unto 
our voice: how will he then vex himself, if we 
tell him that the child is dead? But when David 
saw that his servants whispered, David perceived 
that the child was dead: therefore David said 
unto his servants, Is the child dead? And they 
said, He is dead. Then David arose from the earth, 
and washed, and anointed himself, and changed his 
apparel, and came into the house of the Lord, and 
worshipped: then he came to his own house; and 
when he required, they set bread before him, and 
he did eat. Then said his servants unto him, What 
thing is this that thou hast done? Thou didst fast 
and weep for the child, while it was alive ; but when 
the child was dead, thou didst rise and eat bread. 
And he said, While the child was yet alive, I fasted 
and wept: for I said, Who-can tell whether God 
will be gracious to me, that the child may live? 
But now he is dead, wherefore should I fast ? can 
I bring him back again ? I shall go to him, but he 
shall not return to me. 


St Mark x. 13-16. 


And they brought young children to Him, that He 
should touch them: and His disciples rebuked those 
that brought them. But when Jesus saw it, He was 
much displeased, and said unto them, Suffer the 
little children to come unto Me, and forbid them not :
